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ALCOHOL, 
THE GREAT DESTROYER

CONSIDER THE FOLLOWING QUESTIONS: What has taken the lives of inno- 
cent people at least six times over the amount of those who died fighting for our 
country during the Vietnam War? What is responsible for killing more citizens of 
our country under the age of forty each year than cancer and heart disease com- 
bined? What is the cause of sixty percent of all teenage deaths in America? And 
fifty percent of all highway deaths in our land each year? What substance has 
grown in popularity and in its use among our young Americans some ninety per- 
cent in the past few years? Finally, what has cost some $85.9 billion dollars in 
our land due to business days lost, premature deaths, and health costs? 

THE ANSWER--ALCOHOL!!!!! During the ten year period of the Vietnam War, 

some 45,000 United States soldiers were killed by the enemy. In the same ten 
years, 274,000 United States citizens died in auto crashes involving the use of 
alcohol. 
: THE ANSWER--ALCOHOL!!!!! According to recent medical reports, intoxica- 
tion mixed with automobiles now kills more persons under the age of forty each 
year than cancer and heart disease combined. Generally speaking, across the 
entire spectrum, cancer and heart disease are the number one and two leading 
causes of death in our land but not so with those under the age of forty. 

THE ANSWER--ALCOHOL!!!!! Young teenage Americans are involved in one 
out of every five fatal accidents that occur with 9,000 teenagers (ages 15-19 
years old) killed in motor vehicle accidents in 1990, Some sixty percent of fatally 
injured teenage drivers were found to have alcohol in their blood system prior to 
their crash, with some forty-three percent at legally intoxicating levels. 

THE ANSWER--ALCOHOL!!!!! According to the Department of Human Servic- 

es, alcohol use among teenagers is up some ninety percent over the last few 
years. In one study done out on the West Coast, some forty-five percent of the 
fourth and fifth graders surveyed consider themselves as “continuing users” of 
alcohol. 
: THE ANSWER--ALCOHOL!!!!!According to USA TODAY article on March 21, 
1992, the estimated costs to the United States economy in 1985 was $70.3 bil- 
lion dollars. By 1988, that estimation had increased to $85.9 billion dollars from 
business productivity lost, premature deaths related to alcohol use, and rising 
health costs due to alcohol-related accidents. 

As a minister of the gospel of Christ, I have seen the damage that alcohol has 
done in the lives of individuals that had succumbed to its influence. I have seen 
the wrecked homes, the diseased bodies, the weeping children, the slow-dying 
deaths of people that have engaged in the deadly potion we call alcohol. 

In the USA article that was mentioned above, Barbara Yoder, in her book, 
THE RECOVERY RESOURCE BOOK, notes the following contributions that alco- 


reason, impairs memory, and inflated imagination, While under the influence of 
an intoxicant, a person can become insane. They may err in vision and stumble 
in judgment. ( 

Alcohol can cause THE WOE OF FINANCIAL DISASTER (Proverbs 23:21). Al- 
cohol can incapacitate a man and make him unfit for usefulness, Because of 
drunkedness, people lose their jobs. For this reason, the use of alcohol brings 
the person and their family rags and crumbs. 

Alcohol can produce THE WOE OF MORAL CALAMITY. Intoxicants can arouse 
dormant passions, The sin of drunkedness if often followed by other sins, One of 
these is sexual sin. Another is falsehood. While under the influence of alcohol, a 
person's words are often unreliable. Another sin is wrath. A drunkard will often 
fight his very best friend. 

“The use of alcohol can produce THE WOE OF GOD'S JUDGMENT. The Al- 
mighty has pronounced his judgment. No drunkard can inherit the kingdom of 
heaven, as the Apostle Paul stated in 1 Corinthians 6:9-10 and Galatians 5:19- 
ei, 

The Bible is filled with example after example of that liquor of any form (whis- 
key, beer, wine, etc.) has done to individuals that made the mistake of being in- 
volved in such sin. The use of alcohol caused a good man, Noah, to be brought 
to shame (Genesis 9:18-38). Nabal died after a drunken spree, having already 
lost the respect of his good wife (1 Samuel 25:33-38). King Ahasuerus sought to 
parade his queen before the lustful gaze of drunken princes, causing a separa- 
tion of the royal pair (Esther 1:5-22), Ammon, drunk and unable to defend him- 
self, lost his life to his assailant (2 Samuel 13:28). Elah, King of Israel, was as- 
sassinated in a time of drunkedness (1 Kings 16:9-10). Drinking leads to 
stubborness, rebellion, and gluttony and brings dishonor to parents (Deuterono- 
my 21:20). Violence can result in drinking alcohol of any form (Proverbs 4:17). 
Liquor produces sorrow, contentions, wounds without cause, babblings, and 
redness of eyes (Proverbs 23:32) Virtue was sold for the price of a drink of alco- 
hol during the prophet Joel's day (Joel 3:3), Drink causes one to forget about 
God and others Amos 6:6). Alcohol can fill men's minds with adulterous and im- 
pure thoughts (Proverbs 23:33). Alcohol can lead to insecurity (Proverbs 23:34), 
and to shame and humiliation (Habakkuk 2:16). 

The Bible is clear--the drinking of any kind of alcoholic form of beverage is 
dangerous and deadly to a person's character, to a person's life, to a person's 
eternal soul! Anyone who loves God will be sure to avoid the evils of alcohol in 
any way within their life or the lives of those they love. 

A preacher friend of mine, Kenneth Davis, tells of a true story that United 
Press International reported many years ago. It's message to all Americans today 
is just as applicable and relevant today as the day these sad but true events 


hol has made to the destruction and decadence of our American way of life. AL- 
COHOL HAS BEEN THE SOLE CONTRIBUTOR TO: 


83% of all fire deaths in America. 


70% of sexual abuse, including rape & incest 


60% of deaths and injuries from falls. 
50% of murders. 


72% of aggravated assaults in our land. 
69% of drownings. 

54% of violent crimes. 

50% of fatal car accidents. 


50% of spouse abuse. 40% of child-abuse deaths. 
I ASK YOU, can you think of any other thing in our world that has caused 


more heartache and pain, more suffering and disease, more decay and ruin, - 


than the use of alcohol in our land? Is it any wonder that alcohol has been 
called THE GREAT DESTROYER? 

Noted writer Evangeline Booth was right when she declared: “Drink has shed 
more blood, hung more crepe, sold more homes, plunged more people into bank- 
ruptcy, armed more villains, slain more children, snapped more wedding rings, 
defiled more innocent, blinded more eyes, dethroned more reason, wrecked more 
manhood, dishonored more womanhood, broke more hearts, blasted more lives, 
driven more to suicide, and dug more graves than any other scourge that has 
cursed the world.” 

Notice some of the following curses of this evil called alcohol. The use of bever- 
age alcohol causes THE WOE OF PHYSICAL CONSEQUENCES. A disturbed 
stomach, a diseased liver, a weakened heart, a feverish brain, even, an early 
grave. Read Isaiah 5:22 and Proverbs 23:29-35 for more study. 

Alcohol causes THE WOE OF A DERANGED MIND. Drunkedness beclouds 


took place some twenty-eight years ago. Here is UPI’s accounting of this actual 


event: 


“A man by the name of Wilson Thomas Turner was sitting in a bar. The place 
was Brandenton, Florida, September 12, 1964. He said to himself, ‘One more 
drink won't hurt.’ You might call it “one for the road.” He bought another bottle 
to carry with him. He got into his car and started home. He had done it many 
times and his driving had always been good before. He started home. He had 
had a hard day and was anxious to get home and see his son, Randall, who was 
in the fifth grade. He had grown up so fast and Turner was proud of him. He al- 
ways liked to spend some time with his son. 

As he sped down the road, it seemed that he went faster and faster. Maybe the 
last drink dulled his senses some, but, he was in control, he thought, and so 
what did it matter. Suddenly, from a side street a boy on a bicycle appeared in 
front of the car. He swerved to miss, but struck the boy. For fear perhaps, the 
man left the scene of the accident. Later on, the police came to his home and ar- 
rested him. He was in the attic with the bottle that he had purchased, crying, as 
he tried to drown the event out of his mind. He was put into jail but was re-, 
leased to go to the funeral of the young man his car had struck. This was the 


worst thing that ever happened in his life. 


The newspapers told the story and added one more fact: The young man who 
had been killed was Turner's only son, Randall!!! Turner had thought, just one

Youth baseball has enjoyed per- 
haps the biggest boost in the past 
three years, as the number of teams

bracket has made the competition 
much more equal and the games 
more fun for everyone involved. 


Ellba City Council holds early morning 
special session to approve bids

The Elba City Council met in spe- 
cial session Tuesday morning at 7 
a.m. to approve bids on concrete for 
curbing and to give approval to lease 
the old elementary school to the new 
glove factory planning to locate in 
Elba, 


Two firms bid on the concrete, 
with Russell Concrete of Elba sub- 
mitting the low bid of $52 per unit or 
$18,200 for the total contract. This 
will be used to curb those streets in 
Mulberry Heights which are part of 
the long delayed, federally funded 
municipal drainage project. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood recom- 
mended the council approve leasing 


the elementary school building to the 
New York firm. The mayor listed 
four points he would propose to the 
firm Wednesday afternoon: 

1. Lease the building for a 
nominal fee. 

2. City of Elba retain owner- 
ship of the building and 
grounds, 

3. No city funds would be used 
in renovating the building. 

4.The City would assist with 
applications for Alabama 
Development Office grants. 


After a short discussion on other 
possible locations for the new facto- 
ry and other uses of the elementary 
building, the council voted unani- 
mously to enter into the agreement.

The 
only difference between the league 
tules and those used in the majors is 
in regards to the number of innings 
pitchers may pitch in a week. This 
league plays games three nights per 
week, 


The Senior Babe Ruth League 
was started two years ago and is a 
league for boys ages 16-18. The 
Elba team has a 30-game schedule 
this summer against teams from 
across south Alabama and is fast be- 
coming one of the top senior leagues 
around. The Elba team includes 15 
players and coaches. 

When the baseball seasons end, 
the leagues will send a total of five 
All-Star teams to sub-district and 
district competition, with the Babe 
Ruth League set to host the District 
2 14-15 Year-Old tournament. 

"We are thrilled with the growth 
of our total baseball program," said 
Mularz, "and even more important, 
we are thrilled with the advancement 
of the skills of the youngsters grow- 
ing up in the program. We have won 
numerous Dixie Youth sub-district 
events in recent years, and the Babe 
Ruth program has dominated at the 
district level and made a name for it- 
self at state. We like to think the 
high school program has reaped the 
benefits of our baseball programs.

The New Brockton Town Coun- 
cil’s meeting was routine but with 
one exception - it ended with an ex- 
Cutive session, 

Council members delt with mat- 
ters listed on the 15 item agenda in 
just less than one hour but went into 
executive session to discuss a matter 
concerning New Police Officer J. W. 
Brown. 

Earlier in the meeting, the council 
had approved Police Chief Charles 
Driggers’ request to extend Officer 
Brown’s 90-day probation period un- 
til the next council meeting, 

The executive session was re- 
quested by Brown, Prior to entering 
into the mayor’s chambers, Mayor 
Kathryn Holley stated that the only 
thing that could and would be dis- 
cussed behind closed doors would be 
Brown’s “good name and character.” 

At the conclusion of the meeting, 
Mayor Holley said that Chief Drig- 
gers’ request for an extension on 
Brown's probational period still 
stood. 

One item of business that was 
stressed by the mayor was the need 
for the town to conserve water. 

In Monday’s meeting, Holley told 
council members that the valve con- 
necting the town’s water system to 
the Damascus Water System had 
been closed, This was done so that 
the town's water system could be re- 
plenished, 

Damascus has a full tank and this 
action will allow the New Brockton 
tanks time to be refilled. 

Customers north of U.S. Highway 
84 are being asked to be conserva- 
live and to water their lawns and 
gardens on Mondays, Wednesdays, 
and Fridays, Those customers living 
south of U.S, 84 will be asked to do 
the same on Tuesdays, Thursdays, 
and Saturdays, 

Holley stated that this schedule is 
not mandatory but if it is not done, 
the water situation could become 
critical, This is strictly a preventive 
measure being taken by the town,

The league boasts some of the state's 
top teams and two year's ago pro- 
duced the state champions in Men's 
Major Softball. 

"We were a little worried about 
the men's league last summer," Mu- 
larz said, “but it is now as sound as 
ever and it looks like next year it 
will be even bigger." 

If playing baseball and softball 
isn't what one enjoys doing or 
watching, the Elba Department of 
Parks and Recreation probably still 
has something for you! 

Four lighted tennis courts are lo- 
cated at Hawkins-Williams Park and 
are open to the public seven days per 
week, at no charge.

DynCorp announces reduction in 
personnel at Fort Rucker

On Friday afternoon, June 4, 
1993, DynCorp, Fort Rucker Divi- 
sion, announced that further reduc- 
tions will be made in contract per- 
sonnel, 

DynCorp, who performs aircraft 
maintenance for Fort Rucker’s train- 
ing helicopters, has been notified, by 
the Army, of continued reductions in 
the Fort Rucker workload, 

This means that the requirements 
for aircraft maintenance support, un- 
der the terms of their contract, have 
been reduced, 

This reduced workload requires 
DynCorp, Fort Rucker division, to 
indefinitely lay off approximately 60 
employees, 

Employees affected are being no- 
tified now, and these personnel re- 
ductions should be complete by the 
end of June, 

U.S. Representative Terry Ever- 
ett, Republican - Enterprise, ex- 
pressed regret upon receiving word 
that DynCorp is being forced to lay 
off 60 personnel due to the reduced

Everett, who is a member of the 
House Armed Forces Committee, 
was notified by DynCorp of the ad- 
ditional layoffs and is closely moni- 
toring the situation, 

“T am concerned about the flight

NEW HOUSE BUDGET: TAXING PEOPLE FIRST 


On May 27, by the narrowest of 
margins, the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives opened the floodgates to 
dramatically higher taxes. House 
liberals, long charging that legisla- 
tive gridlock is the main obstacle 
to economic growth, finally 
claimed victory in the battle to tax 
and spend. There’s no. celebration 
among the taxpayers, however. 

By a mere six votes, the House 
of Representatives signed off on 
the largest tax increase in U.S, his- 
tory, over $322 billion and user 
fees totaling $2.5 billion. Earlier 
this year President Bill Clinton’s 
budget director, Leon Panetta, 
promised that the President’s eco- 
nomic plan would achieve two dol- 
lars in spending cuts for every dol- 
lar in tax increases. But, the 
Clinton budget plan as passed by 
the House contains four dollars in 
new taxes for every dollar in 
spending cuts. 

Frankly, it’s hard to pinpoint 
just which part of the newly- 
passed budget is the most painful. 
Our nation’s elderly, who live on 
fixed incomes, are hit with an av- 
crage benefits tax rate of $483 a 
year, according to the National 
Committee to Preserve Social Se- 
curity and Medicare. Even worse, 
instead of returning such tax reve- 
nues into the Social Security Trust 
Fund, which Washington has done 
in the past, the Administration 
lumps these tax dollars into the 
general treasury to spend as it 
likes. 

The Affordable Energy Alli- 
ance has determined that lower in- 
come earners now spend 23 per- 
cent of their carnings on energy 
while the wealthiest, only four per- 
cent, With the new energy tax, 18 
million taxpayers with incomes be- 
tween $10,000 and $25,000 a year 


will pay hundreds of dollars in ad- 
ditional taxes a year. Middle in- 
come families can expect a whop- 
ping $471 per year energy tax 
increase. Where is the tax fair- 
ness? 

Because the new energy tax 
will raise costs of U.S. products 
and reduce U.S. international com- 
petitive, the budget’s new energy 
tax will reduce employment and 
reduce economic growth, Several 
studies have come to similar con- 
clusions on the economic impact 
of the energy tax: job losses of 
400,000 to 800,000 and a reduc- 
tion of the Gross Domestic Prod- 
uct of $30 to $50 billion per year, ’ 

We're being told that all these 
new taxes are necessary to help 
balance the huge Federal budget 
deficit. But with so few spending 
culs going on that argument is a 
litle tough to swallow. In fact, 
America has a budget deficit not 
because taxes are low, but because 
Federal spending is so high, Be: 
tween 1980 and 1990 Federal tax 
receipts doubled from $517 billion 
to $1.031 trillion, Next year, Fed- 
eral tax receipts will equal $1.2 
trillion even without the energy tax 
increase, 

I voted against the tax heavy 
budget and instead supported a 
plan which would have reduced 
the Federal budget deficit by $352 
billion in five years through spend- 
ing cuts and no tax increases. 

The Administration’s — taxing 
plan now rests in the U.S, Senate 
Where its fate hangs in the balance. 
Hopefully, the plight of the tax- 
payer will prevail and this disas- 
trous tax plan can be defeated. If 
nol, an avalanche of new taxes is 
just weeks away,

With Jake

When Alabama became a state in 
December of 1819, the southeaster 
section was the most sparsely popu- 
lated area. One county was formed 
that went from the Georgia border 
on the east, past Andalusia to Cone- 
cuh County on the west. From the 
Florida border to Pike County in the 
north. As time went on, people 
moved in and that huge county that 
had been named Henry County, be- 
came too unwicldy and distances so 
far apart that with no modern trans- 
portation it had to be broken down. 
It was not done all at one time. A 
large Dale County was formed out of 
Henry, and then in December of 
1841 Coffee County was formed out 
of Dale County. Henry County is 
called by some people, the Grand- 
mother of Coffee, and Dale County 
called the Mother of Coffee County. 
People began to move, at a slow 
rate, into Coffee County in 1840- 
1850. Lots of them came from Geor- 
gia. Of course, it was one of the orig- 
inal 13 colonies that made up the 
first United States. This section of 
the state had the most long leaf yel- 
low pines of any other. I believe it 
was due to the climate and soil. Most 
of our sod is a sandy loam. Of 
course, some of it is clay and some 
sand. These pines had never been 
cut, but there were vast forests of 
them. Some were 4 feet in diameter 
and 100 feet tall. There was a small 
portion of the tree, directly under the 
bark, that was softer than the heart, 
which was hard as a rather tough 
rock. As it grew, that part became 
yellow pine. It really was known as 
lighterwood, Why--I don’t know. It 
was very heavy and extremely easy 
to set fire. It burned a real hot flame 
and smoked heavily. As_ settlers 
moved in, they cut some trees to 
build homes. Some used a foot adze 
to cut timbers for house foundations. 
Even boards were often cut one at a 
time with a cross cut, two man, saw. 
There were no bricks available, so 
they would saw a tree that was about 
2 feet or more in diameter into short 
30" sections to lay the sills on to 
hold the house off of the ground. 
Very few houses were ceiled inside. 
Only one room would have a fire 
place and it often was made of small 
pieces of wood that formed the 
chimney. This was packed with mud 
thick enough to keep the wood from 
catching on fire. This was called the 
fire room, It was used for cooking, 
and what little heat they had to warm 
by. Tow or three rooms was as big 
as most houses were. Many times 
there was one large room with shed 
rooms built on cither side, When 
Coffee County was first settled, peo- 
ple were to take their choice of land. 
They homesteaded it by living on it 
long enough it became theirs, They 
looked at the land around Danleys 
Cross Roads and Curtis and decided 
that it was too low and level, The 
first people settled around Newby 
and Antioch, Without knowing any- 
thing, or having the equipment to 
build terraces, it was only a few gen- 
erations before that land became 
eroded, The top soil washed away 
and there was not modern fertilizer 
available, That became poor farming 
country, while the land from Curtis 


and toward Pea River, and across to- 
ward Damascus, remains the most 
productive land in the county, 

These huge pine trees spawned 
another industry. Turpentining made 
a good living for lots of families. 
They had a special tool that would 
cut a deep V-shaped place through 
the bark into the tree a couple of 
inches. Attached to this “V” was a 
metal shaped device just under the 
wounded tree. This directed the sap 
draining from it into a metal cup un- 
der the end of the “V”. This was re- 
movable and routinely this was emp- 
tied and large amounts were carried 
to the Turpentine Still. There it was 
made from sap droppings into a very 
saleable product. Turpentine. This 
was very much in demand as a sol- 
vent and thinner for paints, medi- 
cine, and other things, including ach- 
ing joints of the body. These 
distilleries were in several locations. 
Of course, many of these huge virgin 
pines were cut down and burned in 
piles to make land for cultivation. 

The population of the Wiregrass 
was rather slow in growing. I had 
best tell how our area began to be 
called the Wiregrass. There was a 
very tough grass that grew in small 
clumps in only sandy loam soil. It 
was so strong that it began to be 
called wiregrass. I remember, not 
too many years ago, when there was 
a small amount to be found in the 
Bonneau yard. I suppose mowing, 
weed killers, and a host of other 
things have all but done away with 
it. I don’t recall seeing any in quite 
some time. I am sure that some of it 
is left. I don’t know of anyone that 
would miss it. Not even the cattle. 

Before World War II, if there 
were brick houses outside of towns, 
I don’t remember them. Very few in 
towns. Every farm family kept their 
yards free of any grass of any kind. 
There was at least two reasons for 
that. There was no lawn mowers, ex- 
cept the reel type, pushed with man 
power. But the best reason was most 
farm families worked in the fields 
and if no one was at home and grass 
was a real danger of catching afire 
and burning the house. In the fall ©. 
the year if they had, or could find, a 
gallberry patch they cut those. Beat 
they leaves off and tied the bunch to- 
gether with hay baling wire. This 
made a bushy broom that was strong 
and helped keep grass from coming 
up. If gallberry was not available 
they would use young dogwood 
trees that served the same purpose. 

The 1930's was a violent era for 
Elba, Nearly every Christmas Eve 
for several years in a row, someone 
was shot and killed on the square in 
down town Elba, It seemed to al- 
ways happen on the west side of the 
square, 

Alabama and Coffee County were 
large cotton pecducers for a long 
time. In 1893, Alabama had 
2,340,000 acres of cotton, Georgia 
was the only other true southern 
state to have more and then, not by 
much, They had 2,440,000 acres. 

I had better stop here and contin- 
ue in another column, There is lots 
to tell about Coffee County. Some of 
it has to be about politics.

The First Baptist Church of Elba, 
Alabama was a symphony of royal 
blue and white. Massive, elegant, 
airy, live arrangements of royal blue 
delphinium, white snaps, tube roses 
and cream camations with curly wil- 
low stems were atop tall pedestals on 
cither side of the choir loft. A large 
sunburst arrangement of the same 
flowers centered the choir rail which 
was swaged with boxwood garlands 
and flowered cascades were used at 
various points, The Baptistry arch 
was filled with lighted tapers and the 
bottom ledge also was swaged with 
boxwood garlands and flowered cas- 
cades. The choir loft held two large 
brass candle trees filled with palms 
and ivy. Spiral candclabras were 
placed on cach side of the sanctuary, 
The rails around the piano and organ 
were also draped with matching box- 
wood garlands and flowered cas- 
cades accented it.

The old church bell which stands 
outside the church entrance was 
marked by a large royal blue and 
white bow. 

The table in the sanctuary en- 
trance held an antique cut glass vase 
of white roses, snaps and camations 
intermingled with royal delphinium 
flowers.

Mr. W. Martin Gray, Jr., organist, 
and Mrs, Ella Kate Ham, pianist, 
presented the traditional musical 
background for the festive occasion. 
Mrs. Liz Murdock sang “The Wind 
Beneath My Wings”, Henley/Sibar; 
“Because”, D’Hardelot; and “The 
Lord’s Prayer”, Malotte. 

Prelude selections were “Love 
Theme from Saint Elmo’s Fire”, 
Foster; “Prelude in G-Major”, Bach; 
“Adagio from Choral #3", Franck; 
“Save the Best for Last”, Galdston/ 
Lind/Waldman; “God of Grace”, 
Manz; “Let Us Ever Walk with Je- 
sus”, Manz; “Pasticcio”, Langlais;
